At The University of Yibill 



By Adolphoo 

The. University ot Yibill is an im- 
posing sight to a stranger such as I. 
It consists of about a dozen buildings 
grouped àbôut a small campus. In tho 
fall, the' road running v through tho 
centre of the grounds Is bordered with 
Imposing elms and oaks, full In their 
leafy development; but later on. In tho 
year they, assume a cold, Impersonal 
appearance, for winter lays Its Icy 
hand upp'n Its arboreal splendour. 

Tho library, a beautiful building. Is 
situated on one side of the campus and 
is an excellent placo to spend a few 
hours In edifying conversation with an 
associate or two. In order to bo UP 
on tho latest campus news and de- 
velopments, a student must spend 
somo of his time In tho library, and 
listen to or take part In the little 
chats -which make a visit to this 
building worth while. . These conver- 
sations also help thoso unfortunates 
who. are, doing some ■ boring book 
work, for It relieves the monotony of 
the printed word. 

Thero Is a rumour current In tho 
university that the library has a won- 
derful collection- ot books, but as 1 
hiivo never. Investigated this story (I 
havo only been at the university a 
short lime— about two years), I put It 
down to the fabrication of a mind In- 
clined towards exaggeration. , . 

Tho Arts and Science Building the 
prldo. of the university) is situated in 
thé middle of the grounds. Jt.is tho 
resort of tho greater number of stu- 
dents, who como' to the university to 
"get an. education." The curriculum Is 
.divided up. Into a. number of dopurt- 
ments each of which takes upon . it- 
self to deliver, leotures and courses 
upon a certain division of human 
knowledge. Every one 'of these seoc- 
tions of human- knowledge has. one. er 
more professors, depending .upon it's 
.popularity (that is, the one which of- 
fers the more. "snap" courses), to dis- 
course at length upon the topic assign- 
ed to them. Theso professors lecture 
to their classes, three - times a week 
and are usually very Intorestlng^per- 
sonalltlos who try hard to teach i>tu- 
do'nts. the . elements of - their courses 
with such -good 'results that it- least 
half of . every class falls to p>ss the ex- 
aminations.

the various forms of unemployment 
relief and Insurance, as they are In 
different countries of the world. 

Heuser,' the first speaker 'stated 
that in the depression of 1921, the ex- 
cise tax on timber was reduced, thus 
giving employment to a great num- 
ber of lumbermen. This Is one of the 
- moans of dealing with unemployment. 
The government, In 1930, voted 
that a sum, not to exceed 20 millions, 
bo used to relieve unemployment, to 
provide work, especially In municipal 
undertakings. 

'■ ■ 

The plan of giving direct relief,, es- 
pecially In the form, of private char- 
; Ity, was humiliating, Inadequate, and 
uncertain," stated tho speaker. Direct 
relief from the government Is better, 
but even this Is not as good as pro- 
viding work for the unemployed la- 
bourer. 

ere are a great many schemes 
rovlding Unemployment Insur- 
and it was found by a commit- 
tee In Great Britain In 1925, that a 
Public National scheme would be 'the 
, best. An Important point in favour 
of tills method, as against the prl- 
■ va te scheme, which provides that the 
. money oomes from the profits Of the 
business, is that the scource of the 
funds must be reliable, and profits 
are decidedly not reliable. Thus tho 
Government should be the one to 
bear the responsibility. 

In discussing the forms of relief, 
Iiushey, the second speaker, stated 
that In the Insurance method, the 
'rules are rigid, and the worker Is 
supported for only a certain time. 
"With the National relief system, he 
.is supported for a longer time. In 
the latter, however, the administra- 
tion expenses are much higher. 

Canada, he stated, does Its boat to 
provide work, rather than giving di- 
rect relief. It undertakes municipal 
public -works, etc but does this at 
thé psychological moment, when It is 
•most needed.

Kiwanis Club Addressed By 
Dr. J. C. Latimer

Isotopes Explained 

Suell Addresses Colloquium 
On Band Spectra 

Giving a resume of the origin and 
nature of molecular spectra, A. H. 
Snell addressed the Physics Collo- 
quium last night on, "The effect of 
Isotopes on Band Spectra." He show- 
ed the modifications produced when 
the molecule emitting radiations 
consisting of two atoms, one or both 
being Isotopic. He outlined Krat- 
zer's theory showing how a varia- 
tion In the mass of the vibrating nu- 
clei changes the vibrational and ro- 
tational energies ' of the molecule. 
Tho result Indicated that for slight 
mass variations such as would rise 
in Isotopic elements the spectral 
band heads and individual lines 
should be shifted In a particular 
way. By searching for these shifts 
In band spectra and measuring their 
magnitude the existence of Isotopes 
may be established. Slides were 
shown which illustrated the displac- 
ed bands, and the speaker gave a 
list of elements in which the' exis- 
tence of isotopes have been verified 
In this way.
